At a number of cities,
LaFollette and Stone were hung in effigy.

Immediately following the declaration of war, orders were
given for the seizure of German steamers interned in this coun-
try. Word has been received that Germany has taken steps to
intern all American citizens remaining in that country.

An increase of the army and National Guards to a total of
800,000 has already been authorized, and further imcreases
later, are looked for. Recruiting is brisk thruout the Nation.

The Panama canal is now closed at night and all precautions
are being observed to protect it from damage by dynamite
plotters. ;

Patriotic leagueées and organizations are being formed thru-
out the United States, and everywhere demonstrations are be-
ing given expressing the confidence the people feel in the ad-
ministration and their readiness to support its war program.

RESOLUTION PASSED BY GONGRESS

“Whereas. the imperial German government has com-

mitted repeated acts of war against the government and
the people of United States of America; therefore be it,
“Resolved by the senate and the house of representatives
of the United States af America in Congress assembled,
that the state of war between the United States and the im~
perial German government which has thus been thrust
upon the United States is hereby formally declared; and
that the president be and is hereby authorized and directed
to employ the entire naval and military forces of the United
States and the resources of the government to carry on war
against the imperial German gove nt; and to bring the
conflict to a successful termination, all of the resources of
the country are hereby pledged by the congress of the
